Large quantities are brought to 
eastern citiesjust before the holidays, the 
bran:hos with berries selling at a high 
price. 
The 
V'MIC known as Wax-Work 


and Climbing liitterswect has bright 
orange pods which open and show a scar- 
let berry withi.i. 
This is very useful for 


decorative purposes in early winter. The 
related "liiirning bush" or " Waahoo" has 
pods of similar structure, but dark-piuk 
without. 
The lilnck Aider has most 


brilliant scarlet berries. 
The Cornels or 


Dogwoods in their several species have 
clusters 
of small berries from nearly 


white to blue and black. The heps, or 
fruit of the Wild Hoses may be turned to 
good account. 
Though not showy, the 


bluish berries of the lied Cedar may 
some times be worked in with pleasing 
effect. 
But our object is not so much to 


point out all the kinds as to suggest that 
they be gathen d in season. 
The berries 


must be kept cuol and where they will not 
shrink ; a fruit cellar is the best place."

Women 
are quick to judge character, and men 
say there is no UMJ nominating an 
im- 


moral man; the women will not vote for 
him. Judge Kingman declared that wo- 
men were treated with more respect and 
consideration because they held the re- 
wards and punishments of the ballot; 
that men who asp'rcd to oflicc were care- 
ful not to be soi'ii going to saloons, 
gambling-dens ami 
brothels, and that 


woman suffrage is so'popular in Wyoming 
that no man would dare risk his popular- 
ity by demanding >ts repeal. ' Both gen- 
tlemen strongly advised Nebraska 
to 


secure the amendment as the most bene- 
ficial thing she could do for herself.
